Washington, February 20.—Uni- 
versal military training as a part 
of 
the United States was approved in 
principle today by-the house mili- 
tary committee, which decided by a 
margin of two votes that the army 
reorganization bill should make 
provision for such a plan, effec- 
tive July 1, 1922. 

The close committee vote of $11 
to 9, coming after a three-hour de- 
bate in executive session, was re- 
garded as indicative of the bitter 
fight to be made in the house later, 
when the reorganization measure 
gets the right of way. Opponents 
of universal training, despite to- 
day’s defeat, confidently predicted 
they would win out when the pro- 
posal reached the house. The sen- 
ate also must vote on the trouble- 
some universal training question, 
as -its reorganization bill, now 


pending, includes such-a previston- 


Opposed by Democrats. 

Opponents of universal training 
during debate in the committee de- 
clared reporting of the proposal was 
useless because of the democratic 
caucus having gone on record 
against it, and with many repub- 
licans, including Floor Leader 
Mondell, being openly against the 
scheme. Opinion as to the coun- 
try’s reception of the plan varied 
with the sentiment of its support- 
ers and opponents. 

No details of the plan were de- 
cided on by the committee, this be- 
ing referred to a subcommittee, the 
majority of whom oppose the plan in 
principle. The committee refused 
to leave the question of details to a 
commission of nine, including three 
senators, three members of the 
house, and three persons appointéd 
by the president, but committee 
members indicatefl that the sub- 
committee might recomgnend that 
such cation be followed by the full 
committee.

NO CHANGE MADE 
IN PRIMARY RULES 


Chairman Flynt Says 
Meeting Was Simply 
to Ascertain Whether 
Hoover Desired to Qual- 
ify in Georgia Election. 


“No changes whatever have been 
made by the subcommittee of the 
state democratic executive commit- 
tee in the regulations adopted to 
govern the April presidential pri- 
mary in Georgia,” declared Chair- 
man James J. Flynt, of Griffin, when 
informed last night of published 
charges to the efect that the word- 
ing of the regulations had been 
changed with a’view to barring Her- 
bert Hoover’s name from the ballot. 

Mr. Flynt declared that the meet- 
ing of the subcommittee was in no 
seygse for the purpose of preventing 
the name of Mr. Hoover from going 
before the democratic electors in 
this state. The purpose, he said, 
was simply to ascertain from Mr. 
Hoover whether he desired to qual- 
ify to run in any democratic pri- 
mary. 

“The regulations adopted when we 
met in Atlanta early in the month,” 
he added, “were to the effect that 
any man who is a democrat can have 
his name ptaced upon the bali.t 
either on his own application or on 


crats, if same is made on or before 
April 1. 
Will Write to Hoover. 

“The committee simply instruct- 
ed the secretary, Hiram Gardner, of 
Eatonton, to write Mr. Hoover, ask- 
ing him whether he desires to qual- 
ify to have his name go on the 
democratic Ballot in Georgia in 
April. This was made necessary 
by the fact that several ‘petitions 
have already been signed up, asking 
that Mr. Hoover’s name be placed on 
the ticket.

Wilson had made an unequivocal 
statement of the American govern- 
ment’s position. 3 

Made It Perfectly Clear.

the opening defense of Joseph Cail- 
laux, former premier, charged with 
treasonable dealings with the enémy, 
on the resumption of his trial today 
before the senate, sitting as a high 
court. 

The examination of M. Caillaux 


covered his trip to South America 
late in 1914 and early in 1915. The 
name of James Minotto, son-in-law 
of Louis F. Swift, of Chicago, who 
was interned in the United States as 
an alien enemy in 1918, was inces- 
santly mentioned throughout the in- 
terrogations of Leon Bourgeois, 
president of the senate, who pre- 
siled over the court. M. Callaux, 
in reply to the questions of M. 
Bourgeois, claimed to have been 
fooled by Minotto, as numerous ¢th- 
ers had been fooled, he said. He had 
every reason to believe Minotto was 
respectable, he said, as he had been 
vouched for by many prominent 
Frenchmen. He declared he was in- 
troduced to Minotto by Edwin V. 
Morgan, the American ambassador 
at Rio Janeiro. ; 

M. Caillaux’ stood the long and 
trying ordeal well, holding himself 
with visible efforts well under con- 
trol. Aj the beginning of his ex- 
amination he seemed ready to burst 
out into violent harangue, punctuat- 
ing every word with a _ staccato 
movement of both hands. 

Once, in explaining some incident, 
M. Caillaux said: “My colleagues will 
understand—.” He flushed, hesitat- 
ed, stuttered and then corrected 
himself: “The members of the high 
court will understand.” 


Disposed of Minotto. 


M. Callaux disposed of Minotto by 
Saying that he was one of the nu- 
merous spies who infested his trail 
While in South America, the German 
minister at Rio Janeiro fearing the 
result of M. Caillaux’s efforts, hav- 
ing requested Berlin to place 100,00v 
marks at his disposal to have M. 
Caiilaux shadowed continually. 

M. Caillaux declared he never heard 
of Count Karl von Luxbureg, former 
German minister in Argentina, until 
five days before he left on his jour- 
ney to South America. While in 
South America, M. Caullaux said, he 
had always told those around him 
that the Berlin policy was impru- 
dent and unmannerly. 

The examination of the accused 
was confined to M. Caillaux’s ac- 
tivities in Brazil, Uryguay and Ar- 
gentina in December and January, 
1914-15. 

The defense argued there had 
been a misunderstanding of the 
phrase “Cupture undesirable,” re- 
ferring to M. Caillaux in the tele- 
gram sent by Count von Luxburg 
to the Berlin government by wey of 
Washington, which has been con- 
strued to mean that Germany did 
not desire to interfere with the for- 
mer premier’s movements. It was 
urged by the atforneys for the ac- 
cused that this message was mis- 
translated in the United States and 
that it really read “capture very 
desirable.” 

Tried to Broaden Debate. 

M. Caillaux then attempted to 
broaden the debate. He launched 
forth into a discourse on his exter- 
‘nal policies before the war, but M, 
Bourgeois asked him to confine him- 
self to facts, answering the ques- 
tions put to him. 

“This is not a political meeting; 
this is a court of justice,” said M. 
Bourgeois. 

“Experts will tell you that I ha 
not profited by this war;, I am a 
poorer man man now than I was in 
1914,” declared M..Caillaux, after 
reading a letter from Edmundo de 
Olivera, who was delegated by the 
Brazilian ministry of foreign affairs 
to accompany M. Caillaux through- 
out his visit to Brazil. In the letter 
De Olivera stated that M. Callaux 
had always been a great patriot and 
hoped, for the final victory of 
France. , 

With consummate art M. Caillaux 
at times accusing himself and then 
pleading for errors, which, he as- 
serted, he committed, as every hu- 
man does, said he might have sinned 
too much from self-confidence and 
i ulsiveness. He declared that he 
had been duped by clever rascals 
and spies in South America. 

The trial will continue Tuesday 
next, when M. Qaillaux’s relations 
with the Mannheim banker, Marx, 
will be explained by the accused.

Essence of Agreement. 


The document contains five 
clauses and the essence of its ap- 
to the thirty ships in- 
volved in the present controversy 
lies in paragraphs 2 and 4.

MEXICAN FACTONS

Washington, February 20.—Sup- 
porters of General ©»regon, a can-

Dangerous Breach Widening 
Between France and England 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

The present conferences in Lon- 
don between the new French prime 
minister and the British ministry 
must hfve a very far-reaching in- 
fluence upon the course of events in 


the immediate future. There is no 
mistaking the fact that there is 
opening between the three great 
powers which constituted the Eu- 
ropean branch of the association 
against Germany, a very real and 
dangerous breach, due not so much 
to any rivalries between the na- 
tions as to a total lack of common 
objectives. 

While the war was going for- 
ward the chief concern of France, 
of Britain, of Italy was to defeat 


the German. As the possibility of 
German victory increased in 1917 
and 1918, allied policy was more 
and more shaped by common neces- 
sities to a common end, finally the 
defeats of March, 1918, led to unity 
of command, ‘to Foch and to victory. 

But with the end of the war, 
France, Britain and Italy no longer 
had common objectives and the 
peace conference was an unhappy 
revelation of this circumstance. By 
the armistice and by the fact of 
Victory, Britain achieved all that 
she could hope to achieve. All the 
profit for her in the war which Ger- 
many had provoked was found in 
the destruction of the German naval 
power, the elimination of the Ger- 
man merchant marine competition, 
the possession of the German colo- 
nies and thus, in sum, the elimina- 
tion of Germany as a commercial 
rival. 

No Fear of Germany. 

All this having been accomplished 
in war and by victory, the British 
had no longer any reason to fear 
Germany and no necessity to make 
hard terms with the vanquished. 
Germany disarmed and bankrupt 
could not build new fleets to chal- 
lenge British sea power for many a 
long year to come, German indus- 
try crippled if not ruined and. Ger- 
man markets abroad lost, the way 
was open for Britain to occupy these 
markets. 

As far as Italy was concerned, her 
war with Germany had only been 
an incident in her long struggle 
with the Hapsburg monarchy to re- 
deem her fellow-Latins in Trieste 
and the Trentino. She had now 
acquired the Alps as far as the Bren- 
ner and her natural frontiers from 
Albazia to the Swiss frontier, she 
had no further grievance against 
Germany, no long-standing feud. 
She preferred to see German Aus- 
tria joined to Germany rather than 
left to provide a possible opportu- 
nity for a later reintegration of the 
Hapsburg monarchy. Real Italian 
interests now were affected not by 
7erman or Austrian circumstances 
but by the southern Slav aspirations, 
which had French and British sup- 
port and thus the Italians were sep- 
arated by an Adriatic issue from 
their old allies and found no sur- 
viving cause for dispute with Ger- 
many. 


The case of France by contrast 
was totally different. The end of 
the war had not brought to France 


the same profit which it had be- 
stowed upon Britain or liquidated 
l'ranco-German causes for dispute 
as it had Italo-German. France was 
financially ruined unless German 
reparation were assured and, grant- 
ed that Germany was incapable of 
rebuilding her naval power briefly 
and menacing Britain, there was 
still an obvious possibility that she 
could repeat the Prussian achieve- 
ment of 1813 and reorganizing her 
armies assail France. 

French policy, therefore, had to 
seek in Europe the creation of 
counter-weights to German strength. 
It sought them in Poland and 
among the Jugo-Slavs. These two 
new states, with a combined popu- 
lation equal to that of Germany and 
with the promise of military 
strength in the future, wouldson the 
one hand add to the French army 
the sufficient strength to meet Ger- 
ma numbers and on the _ other 
block the way to German expansion 
to the south or German exploitation 
of Russia. 


Britain Not Interested. 
But Britain was not in the leas: 
interested in this. She had little 


sympathy for Poland and less inter- 
est. ‘The rise of a strong Poland, at 
the expense of Germany and with 
the inevirable consequence of 
arousing German resentment and 
hostility, she viewed with actual dis- 
approval. Her own séa control re- 


maining absolute, no return of Ger- 
man military strength could menace | 
her and she was no longer thinking 


in terms of French security. Thus 
at the precise moment when the 
French were urging the strengthen- 
ing of Poland, the British were fav- 
oring the sacrifice of Poland to the 
rather vague notion of placating the 
Germans. 


As for the Italians, they saw 
French support of Jugo-Slav aspira- 
tions with resentment which was 


carried to the extent of actual anti- 
French policy. The more the French 
urged the extension of Jugo-Slav 
territories, albeit in accordance with 
the principles of President Wilson. 
the more bitter became the Italians 
until in the end the gulf between 
France and Italy became and re- 
mains tremendous. 


Now it is clear that if any co- 
herence is to be preserved, if the 
anti-German alliance, which has be- 


come the dominant factor in Euro- 
pean affairs, is not to give way to a 
new set of alliances, German and 
French, there must be some har- 
monizing of the views of the three 
nations, France, Great Britain and 
Italy. And this harmonizing can 
only proceed from the common rec- 
ognition that while Gréat Britain 
and Italy have by the outcome of 
the war realized all their legitimate 
desires for security, France has been 
left exposed to new German attack 
and Erench policy tIs therefore con- 
demned to continue to seek by di- 
rect sumgort of Poland and Jugo- 
Slavia and“by indirect efforts to re- 
tard German reorganization to pro- 
tect France by keeping Germany 
weak, ’ 

If Great Britain is to have anv 
real right to urge a modification of 


French policy, this

support France immediately and un- 
qualifiedly in case of a new German 
attack. There is sgmething intol- 
erably selfish in the present clamor 
of so-called “liberal” journals and 
publicists in Britain that there shall 
be a sweeping modification of the 
‘terms of the recent treaty, with the 
obvious insistance that the costs of 
the modification shall all be taxed 
against the ‘French. 


England’s Propositions. 
. There is justice in the contention 


that there must be a new and wiser , 
policy adopted toward Germany if | 


the economic recovery from the 
war in and out of Germany is to be 
prompt or even possible. But today 
the suggestions to this end which 
come from Britain urge that the 
French shall surrender their Sarre 
valley acquisitions, reduce their rep- 
arations demands, and include the 
proposal that the United States 
shall forgive Europe the $10,000,- 
000,000 owed to us. But there is no 
suggestion that Britain should re- 
lease a portion of the German ship- 
ping taken in return for the sub- 
marine campaign, a concession which 
would contribute fully as much to 
German recovery as the retention 
of the Sarre regions. Nor is there 
any proposal to permit Germany 
to take back any of her colonies, 
German East Africa for example, 
which have come to Britain. . 

I do not mean that I think such 
concessions should be made, but 
merely that if Britain is to insist 
upon making the peace more tol- 
erable for Germany in the interests 
of world peace and prosperity, it is 
singularly unjust that she should 
loole to the United States, to France, 
to Poland to pay all the costs, par- 
ticularly in advance of any clear-cut 
guarantee of support by a new Ger- 
man menace, more serious because 
of these concessions. 

It may be that wise policy com- 
mands a remodeling of the peace 
of Versailles, 4 modification of the 
terms affecting Germany, but the 
first reasonable step in this direction 
must be the satisfactory guarantee 
to France of security agatnst Ger- 
many, guarantee which would be 
absolute if Britain and the United 
States both accepted the special 
treaty signed by representatives of 
the three countries in Paris and 
would be adequate, if Britain ac- 
cepted the obligation for herself. 


As it is British policy, Lloyd- 
George’s policy is placing upon 
France the whole burden of ex- 


pense of a new arrangement and 
the expense involves not merely 
sacrifice of immediate payment in 
coal and money but not impossibly 
of future safety. Such proposals 
will naturally be rejected by the 
French and such rejection may lead 
to the collapse of the present Anglo- 
French association and the restora- 
tion of complete European anarchy.

WHY IS A NEUROTIC? 

What is a neurotic? A neurotic 
is an individual who is not neces- 
sarily “nervous” in the ordinary 
sense, but who magnifies all his 
troubles and overlooks all his bless- 
ings and feels “symptoms” from 
trifling causes which normal indi- 
Viduals would not notice at all. 

“Shell shock” was a war neurosis, 
and the victim was, for the time be- 
ing at least, typically neurotic. A 
nerve specialist with rather more 
common sense than many of his col- 
leagues teaches that this war neu- 
rosis is precisely the same in quality 
as the every-day neuroses of civil 
life. The soldier develops shell 
shock as a means of getting out of 
the trenches and back away from 
danger — quite unconsciously, of 
course, as unconsciously as a hys- 
terical woman has a seizure under 
exciting circumstances. When the 
soldier’s endurance of horror has 
become exhausted he can’t turn and 
run away; he develops a neurosis 
and goes into the hospital, where 
comfort and safety are to be had. 
The loss of an arm would bring the 
same solace; and in that case the 
neurosis would not occur. 

In peace this nerve specialist 
points out neuroses develop when 
the individual can find no other way 
to surmount an obstacle. “Perhaps 
he can push it away or can sur- 
mount it; but he prefers to go 
around. For our patients the way 
arouhd is often insomnia, ‘nervous 
breakdown,’ backache, dysmenor- 
rhea, asthenopia, indigestion, head- 
ache, abdominal pain, etc.” The 
neurosis is not always recognized as 
such. Frequently it is considered 
an organic or functional lesion; 
sometimes the patient ig even sub- 
jected to operation with disappoint- 
ing results. These neurotics g0 
from one doctor to another, and re- 
ceive different versions of their 
trouble from every consultant. They 
are the joy and life of all the new- 
fangled plausible healing fads. They 
like to have the “treatment” ex- 
plained so they understand it about 
as well as they think the healer 
understands it. They write the 
glowing testimonials for the twen- 
tieth century nostrums.

nerve specialist, “is an individual 
in trouble with no easy or direct 
means of escape. A neurosis is a 
defense reaction, a means of es- 
cape: a phychological dugout in 
which to hide.”

OF USE OF AUTOS 


Juding by reports made to Chief 
Clerk Charlie Cook, in charge of the 
local sale of automobile tags in Sec- 
-retary of State S. G. McLendon’s of- 
fice, Friday, it seems not unlikely 
that many local automobile owners 
may be deprived of the use of their 
machines for some days and possi- 
bly weeks before they can secure 
1919 tags.

TO RESUME BUYING 


New York, February 20.—The 
{United States Grain corporation an- 
nounced today that on March 2 it 
will resume buying of flour under 
its “regular flour offer plan,” aft- 
er a suspension of general purchase 
for two. months.

There- 
fore, if the flour market falls to 
the fair reflection of the guaran- 
the price of wheat, the grain cor- 
poration must, in some manner, take 
care of the purchases of flour in 
fulfillment of the government wheat 
guarantee.”’

BILL FOR PRESIDENT 
DISABLED AND ABSENT 


Would Make It Impossible 
for Him to Function as 


United States Head. 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public 
Service—Copyright, 1920.) 


Washington, February 20.—An- 
other measure to make it impossible 
for the president to hold his office 
when he is disabled and in addition, 
when he is absent from the United 
States for more than thirty days, 
was introduced in the house today 
by Representative C. N. McArthur, 
of Oregon. It differs from the other 
measures introduced in as far as it 
does not propose an amendment to 
the constitution to provide for cases 
in which the president is “disabled.” 
But it provides that the “inability” 
of the president to function in of- 
fice, as specified in the constitution, 
shall be automatically esatabitshed 
when the president is unable to 
function for thirty consecutive days 
by reazon of absence from the con- 
tinental United States, or of illness. 

The bill provides that in the event 
of the president’s “inability,” ,the 
Vice president shall function in' hia 
place until that time when the pres!- 
dent is again able td resume his 
duties. And in®the same manner, if 
the vice president becomes disabled, 
the man next in line as provided by 
the constitution shall take his 
place. 

In the case of the president's ab- 
sence from the country, it provides 
that he shall notify the vice pres'- 
dent and a majority of the mem- 
bers of the president’s cabinet shall 
decide when the president shall have 
been precluded from attending to his 
official duties for a period of more 
than thirty days and shall notify 
the vice president that forthwith he 
shauld assume the powers of the 
chief executive.

WAR VETERAN REWARD 
NOW TAKING SHAPE 


Ways and Means Committee 
to Consider About Fifty 
Different Bills.

Washington, February 20.—The 
first important step towards provid- 
ing veterans of the world war some 
form of compensation following the 
introduction of almost fifty differ- 
ent bills advancing a wide variety 
of proposals for attaining this end 
was taken in congress today. The 


house steering committee, after sev- | 
eral days of exciting conferences, | 
decided that the committee on ways 
and means should consider all of 
these bills and decide What action 
should be taken. 

The decision of the committee was 
announced by members of a self- 
appointed committee of house mem- 
bers who have taken it upon them- 
selves to foree legislation on the 
matter since the American legion | 
has entered an active campaign in/§ 
its behalf. | 

“The steering committee will in- 
troduce a resolution asking that all 
proposed legislation be sent to the 
ways and means committee,” said 
one of the insurgents. 

The bills which have been intro- 
duced since the opening of congress 
provide such a wide range of prov- 
posals for.rewarding the veterans 
and were-consegently referred to sv 
many different committees, that the 
steering committee considered creat- 
ing a special committee for their! 
disposition. The protest of other! 
committees, however, led them to re- | 
ject this plan, and turn the matter | 
entirely over to the ways and means)! 
committee. 


Economy Argued. 


At the same time, Representative 
Mondel! stated on the floor of the 
house that unless the house prac- 
ticed rigid economy it was inviting 
financial disaster. Pointing out that 
the house in passing seven of the 
thirteen appropriation bills had re- 
duced the estimated expenditures 
$65,000,000, Mr. Mondell said, “We 
cannot increase our floating debt 
without inviting disaster—we can- 
not issue bonds for investment pur- 
poses without greatly reducing the 
present value of outstanding gov- 
ernment securities and threatening 
the stability of our specie basis—

“Economy to the limit and no ntw 
obligations unless they are accom- 
panied with provisions to raise the 
sum required by taxation, is the 
only sound basis of action.” 

Representative William R. Green, 
lowa, ranking member of the house 
ways and means committee, sajd 
later that any large sum made nec- 
essary by bonus legislation would | 
necessitate additional taxes. 

“We could get $200,000,000 or) 
$300,000,000 perhaps without a con- 
sumption tax, but any larger | 
amounts undoubtedly would have to | 
result in a consumption tax as we 
cannot tax business any greater 
than we are at present.”

Ur GENERAL STRIKE 


Albany, N. Y., February 20.—Coun- 
sel for the assembly judiciary com- 


mittee, trying the five suspended 
socialist assemblymen on charges 


of disloyalty today bombarded with | 


questions Otto Branstetter, national 
secretary of the socialist party, in 


an unsuccessful attempt to obtain) 


admission that the party contemplat- 
ed use of the general strike to cap- 
ture from the majority control of 
the United States government. 

Branstetter admitted, however, 
that a general strike tying up the 
country and paralyzing industry 
might be an “advantageous” weap- 
on against any capitalist minority 
seeking to regain political power 
after it had been acquired by the 
socialist party through constitu- 
tional methods. 

The socialist party never attempts 
to “dictate” to labor unions where 
strikes are to be called but labor 
unions “striking for betterment of 
working conditions” may always re- 
ly on the assistance of the party. 

Asked by a member of the judi- 
ciary committee gonducting the trial 
if support is given irrespective of 
whether individual strikes are jus- 
tified, the witness replied strikes 
“are generally justified and neces- 
sary.” Support, he explained, con- 


sisted of contributions and space in 


the socialist press. 

He denied the I. W. W. was con- 
nected with the party and declared 
vicious elements in the city or coun- 
try did not support the party but be- 
tools of other political of- 
ganizations, 

Branstetter also denied that 70 
per cent of the party membership 
was alien. He said ’'such member- 
ship never had reached 10 per cent 
and usually 99 per cent were citi- 
zens.
